Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1962,. 

This  is  my  last  Annual  Report  as  I retired  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  cn  the  31st  December,  1962. 

The  estimated  population  again  shows  an  increase 
on  the  previous  year’s  figure,  the  present  population 
figure  being  12,170  as  against  11,430  for  1961. 

There  were  two  infant  deaths  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  one  during  1961.  The  live  birth  rate  of 
22.35  per  1,000  population  compares  with  the  previous 
year’s  figure  of  23.44,  and  the  death  rate  per  1,000  living 
is  8.54  as  compared  with  8.66  for  the  previous  year. 

Once  again  there  was  a low  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  notifications.  There  were  only  twelve  cases  of 
measles  as  compared  with  a hundred  and  fifty-two  cases 
in  1961,  but  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  p£ 
scarlet  fever  cases  notified  from  three  in  1961  to  eleven 
in  1962. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Council  and 
my  colleagues  for  their  help  over  the  years.
